- | which of the parties can claim toe advantage I 
Any one acquainted with the political his- 
tory of the State will have no difficulty in de- 
ciding the question as to which of the parties 
has shown itself most friendly to Frankfort. 
The Democracy had a majority in the Con- 
stitutional Convention, which assemhled here 
in 1840, and for once at least since the estab- 
lishment of the State government they held 
the destinies of Frankfort in their hands; for, 
by a bare majority, it was in their power to 
have removed the scat of government and so 
fixed it that it never could have been brought 
lack to Frankfort. The Convention, however, 
established the Capital at Frankfort by consti- 
tutional guaranties and safeguards — requiring 
no less than a two-thirds vote to remove it;

Democratic party with hostility to this town 
must be either very ignorant or too prejudiced 
to do his opponents the simplest justice. One 
of our State candidates, Col. Garrard, was a 
member of the Convention, and voted in fa- 
vor of keeping the Capital here, while most of 
the other candidates upon our ticket, when 
members of the Legislature, have given votes 
in favor of Frankfort.

[Special dispatch to the Cincinnati (iarettc] 
Thrilling War Details — The Results of 
Solferino Described by Eye- Witnesses. 

Hai.timork, July 22.— Mr. Raymond, writing 
to the New York Timet, from Castijlione, under 
date of Jime2ti, after sumo preparatory remark*, 
mm; 

Tho Anstriiins had evidently regarded Sol/'erino 
ns the kev of their position, and rilled it with ar- 
tillery. The Emperor, Franci.- Joseph, comm. tnd 
ed there in person. Every approach was guarded 
by artillery, and the Emperor of Austria believ 
ed his position impregnate. 

Mr. Raymond says the French acre not in a 
condition to pursue 'he enemy after the battle. 
Every conveyance for miles around was put into re- 
quisition to remove the wounded, whose Condition 
was most pitiable, being driven lor miles under a 
blazing sun. The Auatriand and French were 
placed indiscriminately together, and alike cared 
lor 

Just before dark on Sunday evening, I looked 
into the large church in this place, to which the 
grerrer number of the wounded were taken. It 
was a Catholic church, oi course, ns tl-.eie are no 
others here. All the furniture of every kind had 
been taken out from the altar and side chapels, as 
well as Irom the uavo of the building, Mid upon 
ro*s of mattresses extended lengthwise on the 
stone floor as closely as they could lie, the wound 
ed were placed. All, whose injuries would per- 
mit their removal, had been taken away and sent 
to Montechiaro, Brescia, and other towns, and 
only those were left who seemed very near their 
end. 

On one side of the chapal lay eight Auitriana. 
Two or three were gasping for breath, and in the 
very act ot dying, and not one of the whole could 
possibly, it seemed to me, live an hour. The en- 
tire floor was covered with poor victims of war, 
nearly all rapidly approaching the same extremity. 
The men and women charged with the care of 
them were passing to and fro, not to soothe or 
comfort the dying, for there was no time lor that, 
but looking lor those who might still be saved: 
and over the altar, looking down upon this horrid 
scene, was an immense well painted, life like 
picture, Illustrating the Sermon on the Mount, 
and representing the Redeemer, saying to those 
about Irm, -messed arc the peace makers, for 
they shall be called the children of God." What 
an awful comment did that scene present upon 
that sacred text ! 

AITEAUA.NCn OK THE BATTLE FIELD. 

The field, as far as the eye could reach, was 
strewn with the dead, though only the horses 
could be distinctly seen, as the field had been 
covered with wheat, some of which, in spite of 
the terrible trampling it had received, was still 
standing, and concealed the bodies of many of the 
men. 

Leaving the carriage on the road to meet me 
further on, I turned into the field, intending to 
cross it, but I had not gone more than twenty 
rods, when a tremendous outcry (such as only 
an excited Italian can raise) from my driver at- 
tracted my attention and called me back. I found 
everybody in commotion. The Chasseurs d Af- 
rique had left the road and were drawn up in an ad- 
jacent field. Everybody seemed preparing for 
a movement of some kind. Carriages were hasti- 
ly drawn out ot the road, and presently a train of 
artillery wagons — fifteen or twenty — came rush- 
ing up from the direction of Volta, the hors- s 
being lashed by their rider! into a full gallop, and 
the officers in command dashing ahead at full 
speed, to clear the way. 

As soon ns I could emerge from the dense 
cloud of dust in which their sweeping rush had en- 
veloped us, I 'Inquired of a Chasseur who was stand- 
ing near me, the meaning of the movement. He 
said he presumed the Austrians hed made a stand 
ahead, and were about to renew the fight, and 
that these artillery wagons had been dispatched 
back, in all haste, for fresh supplies ot amtnuni 
tion. 

The explanation seemed satisfactory enough, 
and as the Austrians were believed to be at least 
eight or ten miles away, and the heights of Sol- 
ferino and Garriana in plain sight, were crowded 
with French troops, no special reason was appa- 
rent for any alarm. I started again across the 
.field, but ' my driver insisted upon instantly re- 
turning to M •ntechiaro, as he was perfectly con- 
vinced that the Austrians were at hand. 

Finding that I could not comrol him in the 
least, and that my only choice was to go with him, 
or be 1 el t on foot under a burning sun, some six 
miles from Castiglione, I made the best of a bad 
case, and went back as far .is that place and dis- 
charged him I had engaged him only for the 
ride to Solferino, as our regular vehicle had been 
taken by M ilakoff, to go to Biescia, to post our 
letters of the previou- night. 

Thinking nothing of the affair of the artillery- 
men or Austrians, we stopped at the first inn we 
saw, and finding we Gould get absolutely nothing 
toea', and very littl wire to drink, we made the 
bes meal we could under such circumstances, 
and then sauntered through the town in search of 

another vehicle i but found it utterly impossible 

to obtain one, as every thing in the least degree 
available had been taken lor the service of the 
wounded* It was too hot to walk, so we sat down 
upon the pia/./.a of a cafe on the principal street 
to lay some plan as to our future movements. A 
Piedmontese captain sat on the chair near us, 
pouring cold water on his wounded leg, and com- 
fortably smokimr a cigar. Wounded soldiers were 
sitting on the sidewalks, Zouaves with their arms 
in shngs or limping with canes, were lounging 
about. The shops wee open, officers were riding 
along, walking their horses in the hot sun, and 
the traffickers and other townspeople were about 
their usual business. 

A GENERAL HUSH. 

Having had very little rest the night before, 
and being greatly oppressed bv the heat, I soon 
fell asleep, as ilid my friend Forsyth, of Troy, 
who sat beside me. We were speedily aroused 
by an evident and unusual commotion, nnd look- 
ing up, we saw men running down street with un- 
common agility ; their numbers and speed increas- 
ed — Zouaves and ether soldiers were running as 
fast as the rest. I stepped into the street and 
asked three or four soldiers in succession what 
was the matter; each gave the sail e reply, "Jc 
ne sais pas," but never stopped running in the 
least. Presently one shouted as loudly as his 
spent breath would permit, "They are killing the 
wounded!" I asked who? He replied, " Les Aus- 
trians." This was certainly rather startling in- 
formation, and as it was backed up by a general 
flight ot the whole mobile population, we began 
to think it ivas time for us to be moving also. 

We accordingly started otf at a round pace, but 
were compelled to stop now and then and draw 
up close t" the wall to prevent being run over by 
the advancing crowd. French mounted officers 
came tearing down the street, spurring their 
horses into a dead run over the pavement 

Shutters were closed, doors bolted, and Sardin- 
ian flags pulled in with alacrity. Everbody 
who had a cart and horse mounted it and started. 
I saw a Zouave, who had been limping through 
the streets not a moment before, seize a horse 
which stood at the entrance of a stable-yard, 
without s ddlc. bridle, or even halti r, leap on his 
back, and holding by the mane, kick and halloo 
him into a keen gallop down the street. Every- 
body was running for dear life. We went with 
the crowd until we cleared the town and reached 
the hiirh road to Lonato. 

A French officer, whom I recognized ns one I 
had seen in command of the Guard ot the wound- 
ed, came dashing along in a grand gallop. I 
called to him. as he rushed past, "Are the Aus- 
trians there?" "On dit," was his only reply. 
Following close to his heels, came one 1 of the 
largo wagons belonging to the Imperial suite, and 
in it a young man to whom I had seen the sur- 
geons of the Imperial household especially de- 
ferential the day before. Next, came an open 
chaise with two civilians, one of whom was lash- 
ing the horses, and the other fighting olT the sol- 
diers, who were trying their best to climb up be- 
hind. 

By this time we had stopped running and fallen 
to a leisurely walk, when those in the chaise, 
who were touohingly sympathetic, consolingly 
shouted to us that we were certainly lost, as the 
Austrian dragoons were slashing their way right 
and left din ctly in our rear This decided us to 
quit running altogether, as it was quite hopeless 
to run away from pursuing cavalry. 

This relaxation of our pace, and the recovery 
of our wind, induced a cooler view of the whole 
affair, and we were already beginning to see its 



farcical character, when our cowardly coachman 
came puffing and blowing behind us. his face 
swi Ming with fear and led with heat. He raised 
his eyes and clasped his hands in pity as be passed 
us, and soon turned off from the road and buried 
his stalwart form in a field of wheat. This 
quite reconciled us to ihedcsp. rate state of things, 
and laughing at his sorrows we entirely torgot our 
own. 

Reasoning, moreivcr, ns we walked, we thought 
it most possible that a corps of Austrian horse 
might have dashed in from I'esch era to rescue 
the prisoners, of whom there were six thousand 
in CaatigUooe; but anything beyond this seemed 
quite impossible. The whole body ot fugitives 
upon our road was out of sisht, !)• t a long cloud 
ot dust on the road to Montechiaro showed that 
in that direction the panic was unabated. 

As we had agreed to meet Malakolf on hi- re 
turn from Brescia, at Montechiaro, we struck into 
the cross roads leading through the farms and 
Country districts, and after a couple of hours' 
bri-k walking, reached that place. We found it 
in the very bight ol the lever, and it was with a 
good deal of difficulty that we prevailed on the 
landlord of the inn to open his doors and give us 
possession of the rooms we had engaged. This 
was certainly the most remarkable instance of 
pure panic I ever saw, nnd the most striking fea- 
ture of it was. the rapidity with which it increas- 
ed in force and volume as it rolled along 

We heard afterwards that it produced the most 
serious results, when it overtook the trams of 
wounded on the road io Brescia. They were 
tumbled headlong from the carts into the road- 
side, and many of them were run over by the ar- 
tillery-wagons, as they were uttirly concealed 
j from sight by the dense cloud of dust which hung 
over the road. 

Of its results nt Brescin, our regular corres 
pnndent, who was on the spot, will give a detail- 
ed account. I have since tried hard to find out 
how it originated, but with only indifferent suc- 
cess. At first we were told that a squadron of 
Piedmontese cavalry, who were promenading the 
country in the direction of Castiglione, had been 
mistaken for Austrians. Bu' an officer in the 
camp of Gen. Canrobert , which we visited the 
next day, upon the furthest extreme of the field 
of battle, told us that it came from five Aus- 
! trian soldiers, who had concealed themselves 
in the bushes alter the tight, and now came in 
to surrender. They were said to have stated 
that the Austrian army was rapidly coming up 
in full force, and would soon be in possession of 
Castiglione. 

In that camp no alarm seems to have been 
created, but when the rumor reached the ammu- 
nition train, a miie or so in the rear, it set them 
scampering off in the manner I have rehearsed. 
They ran their horses nil the way to Brescia, some 
seventeen miles, and reached there about 3 
o'clock. Why they did not communicate the 
alarm to the corps of Chasseurs d'Afrique, 
through which they passed, or why their officers 
did not pause for further inquiry, are among the 
mysteries of » stampede. 

On reaching Brescia, as soon ns they found out 
that their alarm was groundles-, they returned; 
but as they were separated from their camp they 
were entirely without provisions of any kind, and 
reached Castiglione on Sunday noon, with both 
horses and men completely exhausted. Several 
of the former had fallen ill the traces and been 
left behind, on the road. 

As we came out of the inn where we had been 
lunching, we saw three artillerymen sitting on 
the sidewalk, their horses standing near, and all 
completely worn out. They told us of the fight, 
nml said they had eaten nothing since they left 
their camp on the morning of the previous day. 
nnd that neither they nor their horses could go 
a step farther. They had no money, nobody had 
offered them anything to eat. and it is not a 
French soldier's habit evi r to ask a favor frdm any 
one. We gave them money enough to procure 
some food, and they soon alter started on to join 
their corps 

THE FALLEN. 

On Sunday afternoon we again rode out upon 
t lie field of battle, taking the Mantua road across 
the plain. Drove through the middle ol the field 
upon which the first and fiercest of the combat 
had been waged. For over lour miles in length, 
and nt least two in width, the fields were strewn 
with the dead, and relics and remnants of the 
contest. More than half the dead had been 
buried, as the intense heat had compelled the 
peasants, in self-defense, to lose no time in per- 
forming this office. 

But here nnd there, near the road, dend bodies 
were lying, nnd I bey grew thicker ns we went 
back among the low bushes nt the back of the 
field where the early part of the bloody struggle 
had been waged. It was just there that the 
French Infantry were massed and exposed, im 
movable, for the moment, to the terrible cannon- 
ade of the Austrian artillery. The bodies of 
Austrians and French weie mixed thickly togeth 
er, as each in turn had occupied the ground, 
They lay just as they had fallen; some on their 
backs, some on their faces, nearly all at full 
length*, and very lew with any indications of mus- 
, cular contortions or special pain. One Austrian, 
quite by himself, lay Hat on his back with both 
hands raised as if in supplication, 

A cannon ball had crushed into a shapeless mass 
of flesh both his legs. Another lav in the same 
position, with the whole of his face completely 
shot away. Not one whom I observed had his 
hat on, and many were without coats. Muskets, 
most of them quite uninjured, lay scattered nil 
over the field. Cartridges unused in immense 
qualities were strewn nbout with b.Jls cf all 
kind- every" here, though many had sunk in the 
ground. 

Ramrods, bayonets, priming-tut es, nnd all the 
I little utensils of war, lay around. Bits of torn 
I clothing, gloves, belts, pocket-combs, and quan- 
' tities of letters, were strewn about in every di- 
| rection, and at least a hundred horses could hi ve 
been -een from any point where you might choose 
i to stand, some torn almost asunder by cannon 
t balls, some pierced in the side by grape-shot, and 
others with their legs completely shot away. 
We made a hasty visit tod ay to the headquar- 
: ters of die Pieuinontcse nrmy at Desensano, a 
pleasant little town on the shores of Lake Garda. 
| Their wounded were still arriving, and I could 
not help noticing the superior neenmmodations 
provided for them. They were brought in am- 
bulances, but somewhat like an omnibus with 
[ springs, cushions, and pillows. 

tN'ot one vehicle of the kind have I seen in 
connection with the French army. Their wound- 
i ed seem to be left to such casual comfort as can 
be bought of the peasantry, and nothing can ex- 
cuse the barbarous cruelty which attended the re- 
moval of the tens of thousands who were taken 
from the bloody field of Solferino. I cannot be- 
lieve this is usual with the French army, but the 
necessity which arose must certainly have been 
foreseen and should have been provided for.

»«** that you will not vote, nor give your influ 
er.ee for any man. for any office in the gift of 
the people, unless he he an American born 
citizen, in favor ol Americans ruling America, 
nor it he be a Roman Catholic." 

Nor is this all these Opposition candidates 
swore to do, in 1855 In the second degree ob- 
ligations of the "American order," they look 
this oath: 

"You, nnd each of you, of your own free will 
and accord, in the presenceot Almighty Gotland 
these witnesses, your left hand resting on your 
right breast, and your right hand extended to the 
flag of your country, do solemnly nnd sincerely 
swear, ***** that if it may he done legally, vou 
will, when elected or aitointkd to any official 
station conferrinn on vou the power to do so, 
I ! K MO VE ALL FO REIGN ERS, ALIENS, OR 
ROMAN CATHOLICS FROM office orplace,
